HIS MAJESTY KING EDWARD 


DYING AT BUCKINGHAM PALACE 


Physicians’ Bulletin Issued at 6.30 
o’Clock This Evening Says 
Condition is Critical—All 
Hope Abandoned. 


TO PERFORM AN OPERATION TO 
RELIEVE MUSCULAR CONTRACTION 


His Majesty’s lliness Dates Back 
Three Weeks—Unwell on His 
Return From Biarriiz in 
Southwestern France. 


—— 


Contracted Cold on His Way From 
Paris, Which He Failed to Break 
Up, end Subsequently Caught 
More Cold—Bronchitis Has e- 
veloped Into Preumonis—Queen 
Alexandra Haétens From Eurepe 
to Bedside of Her Husband— 
Prince of Wales Also With His 
Father For Several Hours. 


London, May 6—King Edward’s ill- 
ness really dates back several weeks. 
He was not looking too well when he 
left England at the end of February 
for his annual spring visit to South- 
western France, but it was confidently 
believed that his stay at Biarritz 
would, as in previous years, fully re- 
store him to his customary robust 
health. But the trip failed to have 
the usual good effect. In former y*ars 
the King has returned well bronzed 
and thoroughly braced up for the try- 
ing duties of the London season. His 
step has been springy and strong and 
his spirits buoyant, but this year a 


different story has to be told. ' 
Caught Coid on Train. 
The trouble began on the train 


during the journey from Paris to Biar- 
ritz. The atmosphere in the train was 
» somewhat olose and when the windows 
were opened His Majesty unfortunate- 
ly sat in a. draught and caught a 
cold which confined him to the hotel 
for the best part of a week. Then 
the weather at Biarritz was cold and 
wet, more like that of mid-winter than 
spring and this tended to retard the 
King’s recovery. The cold developed 
into bronchitis and thought in about 
a week His Majesty had sufficiently 
recovered to resume his walks on the 
beach at Biarritz and his automobile 
drives in the surrounding country he 
was still far irom well when he re- 
turned to London on Wednesday of 
last week. 
Did Not Look as Well. 

Those who were present when he 
disembarked at Dover thought he did 
rot look as well as he did when he 
left England, and it was noticed that 
he did not step along to the train with 
his usual buoyancy. Since then the 
cold winds have affected His Majesty 
more than usual. At the last week end 
he went to Sandringham to inspect | 
alterations to the estate and returned 
to Buckingham palace on Monday 
evening. The King caught a fresh cole | 
Tuesday night when dining with the 
Hon. Sydney Greville, the Queen’s 
éecretary, in the iatter’s quarters at |

Capita} of Costa Rica and Three Other Towns Laid in Ruins—Death List 
Estimated at One Thousand—Thousands Homeless—Volcanoes in Violent

Port Limon, Costa, Riea, May 6.— 
For three days Central America has 
been shaken by .violent earthquakes, 
and the shocks still continue with 
diminished force. For the seventh 
time in its history, Cartago, the éor- 
mer capital of Costu Rica, is in ruins.

WORKED LIKE SLAVES 
AT 12 1-2 CENTS A DAY 


Twelve Hours a Day for Seven Days 
in the Week—Terrible Conditions 
in Stee} Works—Half of Force 
Worked Fifty-four Hours a Week. 


Washington, D. C., May 5.—The .e- 
port of the Bureau of Labor upon the 


conditions at the Bethlehem Steel 
Works of South Bethlehem, Pa., which | 
was submitted to the Senate today, 
says that 2,322 men worked twelve 


hours a day for seven days a week, a 
large percentage of these laborers 
an hour. 
While a considerable percentage of the 
force had a regular working day of 
twelve hours for the entire seven days 
a week, a large part of the skilled 
workmen had approximately a 10 1.2 
hour day for six days of+the week, 
according to a summary of the repor: 

A large number of those working 
10 1-2 hours a day frequently were 
required, it was stated, to work over- 
time on week days and to do addi- 
tional work on Sundays and it was the 
protest against this extension of time 
and the requiring of work on Sundays 
from the employees who have the 
shortest hours that led to the strike 
which began ou February 4. 


Paid on Bonus System. | 


The men with the shorter hours 
were to a considerable extent, paid ‘on 


a bonus system 
their speeding up, and_they claimed 
their work was carried on at such 
high pressure that over-time and Suu 
day work was an undue tax on their 
strength. They advaneed the further 


}«jaim that they feared that the strain 


of overtime and Sunday work would 
lewd to putting the eight-hour day 
and no Sunday work into practice. 

Agents from the Bureau of Labor 
obtained their data in regard to hours 
and salary from the January pay roll 
of the company. 

Of the 9,184 persons on the rolls, 
4,726, or over 560 percent. worked in 
pesitions regularly requiring twelve 
or more hours of labor a day. 

The roll showed that 2,628, or 29 
per cent. were regularly required to 
work seven days a week and for these 
Sunday work was not considered over- 
time. 

Extra Sunday Labor. 

“Of the men,” they reported, ‘‘whose 
normal work consisted of only s'x 
days, 1,413, or 14.5 per cent. of the 
entire number on the payroll, were re- 
quired to do extra work ©n one or 
more Sundays during the month. Thus 
a total of 4,041, or 43.5 per cent of 
those appearing on the January pay 
roll, weré required to work at least 
on some Sundays. 

A considerable amount of  over- 
time work was also required of the 
10 1-2 hour men on days, other than 
Sundays. Of all those appearing on 
the January pay roll, 2,922 work in 
positions in which 1 2hours was the 
regular working day, at seven days in 
a week on 2,233 worked in positions 
in. whieh twelve hours-was the regular

Every competition waa excep- 
tionally wel. contested, frequently caus- 
ing the overworked adjudicators no 
little trouble in choosing the wjnners. 
Notwithstanding the strain on these 
two werthy officials, Messrs. Tomas 
and Matthews, the prograin. was carried 
ut in its entirety, Almost on schedule, 

close were the contests that in one 
instance at least, that of the contralto, 
the two best soloists were required ta 
sing the kéctnd time, and also in the 
sight singing, At all times their d+ 
judications were considered. fair and 
impartial, their criticiams proving of 
great benefit. 

Outsiders Did Well,

The results of ‘yesterday afternoon’s 
work resulted in Mw. W)C. Walker, of 
Wetaskiwin; winning Out over Miss 
Florence Lansdowne, of Edmonton, in 
the singing off of the tie, In the so- 
prano no award’ ‘wis given. In | the 
ladies’ trio, Grace Methodist Church 
proved successful, the Misses Down and 
Mrs. Swafield winning the silver me- 
dals. 

The male quartette competition was 
keenly contested, there being seven en- 
tris, All Saints’ Church quartette won 
with Grace Methodist a close second. 
The members of the winning quartette 
were Messrs. Griffiths, Lansdowne, She- 
well and Turner. The ladies’ chorus was 
competed for by choirs representing 
Grace Methodist and All Sainte’ 
churches, the latter winning the shield. 
The double quartette had but one entry, 
that from Strathcona, but no awerd 
was made, 

Wetaskiwin Won Choral. 

The Wetaskiwin choral society re 
trieved theirdefeat of last year by win- 
ning in the choral competition over 
Strathcona, Théir work was beautifully 
done in both numbers, “O Gladsome 
Light” ‘Sulliven), ands the “Ballad of 
the Clampherdown.”’

A work of praise is due Messrs. Ver 
non Barford and T. H. Griffiths, the 
chairman and secretary respectively, as 
well as the members of the festival 
committee for the splendid success of 
this the third festival. Every arrange- 
ment and detail was complete. Misa 
Beatrice Crawford the accompanist, 
did excellent service. Notwithstanding 
the severe strain of two days of strenu- 
ous work. f 

The grand concert in the evening -n 
the Thistle rink was nothing short of 
a musical treat, The sight of that im- 
mense chorus of almost threo hundred 
voices and the well trained orchestra of 
over fifty was inspiring to a degree, 
Their singing and playing was ‘even 
more inspiring, s© much so that the 
large audience rose to a high pitch «f 
enthusiasm and tried hard to transgress 
the rules of “no encores.”

These were the two men 
who made a dash for liberty three 
weeks ago last Sunday while the con- 
victs were on their way to chapel. 
Peacock was shot in the right arm by 
one of the guards. The wound has 
entirely healed now and he is back 
to work. He suffered very little in- 
convenience as a result of the bullet 
wound.
